First Air Mail In Hr*Urn Canada 
To Operate From The Pas 

Saskatoon—The first air mail aer- 1 
vice west of Winnipeg will be estab¬ 
lished from The Pas to Cold Lake 
Friday. 

W. Rippingale, of the Saskatoon 
post office, will represent District ! 
Superintendent J. H. Hunter at the! 
inauguration of the weekly mail ser¬ 
vice, which W. A. Rae, barrister at 
Cold Lake, terms one of the greatest 
boons ever presented to the pioneer¬ 
ing prospectors at Cold Lake. 

Formerly mail was taken to and 
from Cold Lake at infrequent inter¬ 
vals, greatly handicapping the work 
of the mine recording office estab¬ 
lished there last April. 

The new post office will be named 
Kississing, the Cree word for “cold.*' 
Under the new system mail will 
reach Cold Lake every Friday, re¬ 
turning the same day.
